CAPITAL FUNDS 

The City's share of the recommended projects is available in approved Basic 
Street Lighting Capital Budgets. 

RECOMMENDATION 

I RECOMMEND, subject to the proceedings of the Court of Revision and subsequent 
approval by Council, that the 'Initiative' and 'Petition' Projects in Court of 
Revision 448, except the defeated Schedules 1, 2, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 
and 56 be undertaken."

Engineer be approved.

Council also noted a report from the City Manager dated 
May 4, 1978, recommending that the project for street light 
standards (Court #448, Schedule 12) on 4th Avenue and 4th 
Avenue Diversion from Blanca Street to 4th Avenue, be proceeded 
with on special grounds. 

MOVED by Aid. Harcourt, 
SECONDED by Aid. Rankin, 

THAT WHEREAS a proposed project for the installation of 
street lighting on 4th Avenue and 4th Avenue Diversion from 
Blanca Street to 4th Avenue was recommended by the City Manager 
on 10 March, 1978, and approved by Council on 14 March, 1978; 

AND WHEREAS the said project was advanced as a local 
improvement on the initiative principle to a Court of Revision 
on 18 May, 19 78, and was defeated; 

AND WHEREAS it is hereby declared that it is necessary 
in the public interest to install street lighting on the said 
portion of 4th Avenue and on the 4th Avenue Diversion, as 
hereinafter set forth; 

AND WHEREAS the Council deems that the said project will 
specially benefit the real property fronting and abutting on 
the said portion of 4th Avenue and on the 4th Avenue Diversion; 

AND WHEREAS the Council may by authority contained in 
Section 506 of the Vancouver Charter by resolution passed by 
two- thirds of all its members, undertake and carry out the 
installation of street lighting, aforesaid; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT street lighting and all other 
necessary and incidental work in connection therewith, be 
installed on the said portion of 4th Avenue and on the 4th Avenue 
Diversion; 

FURTHER BE IT RESOLVED THAT the cost of the installation of 
the said street lighting and all other necessary and incidental 
work in connection therewith be assessed against the real 
property fronting and abutting thereon as a local improvement 
upon the basis provided in By-law No. 3614, being the Local 
Improvement Procedure By-law, subject, however, to the limitations 
prescribed in the Vancouver Charter, aforesaid; 

AND FURTHER BE IT RESOLVED THAT the proportion of the cost 
of the installation of the said street lighting and all other 
necessary and incidental work in connection therewith to be 
borne by the City pursuant to the Local Improvement Procedure 
By-law and the Vancouver Charter, aforesaid, be paid out of the 
general revenue of the City or out of the capital funds raised 
by the issue of debentures upon the general credit of the City 
at large.
